Teasdale presents record $3 billion budget 


«jarrEKSO N CITY, Mo. (A P) — A 
record $3 billion state budget, expressing 
"fiscal conservatism,” while at the same 
time emphasizing programs "that provide 
the moat service to the people,” was pre­ 
sented to the Missouri Legislature today by 
Gov. Joseph P. Teasdale. 
The fiscal 1978 budget, which would fund 
the state’s operations for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1977, includes $1.39 billion 
in general revenue funds and $1.61 billion in 
monies from federal sources. 
"These levels of spending, coupled with 
sales tax relief on food and drugs for the 
elderly and a minimum operating fund 


reserve of $55 million, w ill provide the 
citizens of Missouri improved state services 
and a fiscally secure state government,” 
the Democratic governor’s budget message 
said. 
Missouri has a bright economic fugure, 
Teasdale noted, highlighted by the facts 
that the state’s revenues for this year are 
$60 million higher than expected and 
because Missouri’s income next fiscal year 
is projected to increase at a 9 per cent rate. 
But 
the new governor cautioned 
lawmakers that the state’s continued 
growth remains uncertain. 
He warned, "The present sluggishness in 


the national economy may very well affect 
Missouri’s revenues,” and said, “ present 
drought conditions and other factors are 
affecting farm income in Missouri which is 
being further reduced by declining prices 
for agriculture products.” 
But Reasdale’s budget is optimistic, 
appropriating about $138 million more than 
what the state is spending in general 
revenue during the current fiscal year. 
General revenue is supplied by funds 
collected throught state sales, income, 
corporate and other taxes. 
Tbe increases, Teasdale said, place more 
emphasis on peopleoriented programs such 


as "education, mental health and social 
services.” 
The program providing sales tax relief on 
food and drugs for the elderly poor would 
cost the state a out $5 million if approved by 
the legislature this year. 
Other 
“ people-oriented” 
funding 
programs are: 
—A $48 million increase in state school aid 
under a revised distribution formula. 
—A $3.46 million boost in state and federal 
funds for a program for abused and neg­ 
lected children. 
Reinstitution with $602,000 for a coun­ 
seling and protective services program for 


the elderly and disabled poor which had 
been discontinued this year due to a shor­ 
tage of funds. 
—A $588,000 increase for halfway house 
services for the Division of Corrections. 
—A $3.5 million increase in state aid to 
local hospitals. 
—And an additional $293,000 for com­ 
munity mental health agencies. 
The 23-page budget message was the 
result of work by Teasdale and his Tran­ 
sition Commission’s budget staff, which 
began work on the project after the Jackson 
County Democrat defeated incumbent Gov. 
Christopher S. Bond Nov. 2. But Teasdale 


noted a good part of it was in the works 
before he won office, and that although he 
had gone over it “ line by line,” he conceded 
he had not had the time to devote to 
studying “ major program expansions. 
“ I plan to spend my first year in dffice 
reviewing these issues,” Teasdale said. 
“ My fiscal 1979 budget, the first to be 
completed entirely under my supervision, 
will contain my recommendations on these 
additional difficult issues.” 
The governor also recommended $96.6 
million in capital improvements, including 
monies for continued construction of state 
office buildings in St. Louis andSpringfield.

Elderly man freezes 
to death in his home 


An elderly man froze to death Monday in 
his home on Maude Street, after suffering 
what appeared to be stroke. 
William H. Warren, believed to be about 
80-years-old, was found shortly before 3 
p.m., moments before he died. 
Scott County Coroner Gene Nunnelee said 
Warren apparently suffered a stroke or 
other vascular accident and was unable to 
move from the bed where he was found.

When another attempt was being made to 
deliver a hot meal Monday afternoon, the 
worker discovered the screen door locked 
from the inside and notified Smith. 
Warren, said to be a retired handyman, 
had reportedly lived in the small house ever 
since it was built. 
Hie body was taken to Smith Funeral 
Home where arrangements are incomplete. 


Oil leaking 
from tankers 
near Cape 


ST. LOUIS (A P) — The Coast Guard 
planned to begin pumping oil from two 
tanker barges today that ran aground along 
the Mississippi River near Cape Girardeau, 
Mo., south of here. 
A spokesman said that a "sm all sheen" of 
oil was visible in the area, but that the in­ 
cident did not pose an immediate threat to 
the surrounding area. 
“We should be able to get the oil out ot the 
tankers'* and into an undamaged barge 
without eifficulty, the spokesman said. 
A five-member Coast Guard “ strike 
team” was sent to the scene to assist in the 
transfer of 160,000 gallons of No. 6 industrial 
oil loaded in the barges. 


Owned by the Thomas Marine Co. of 
Houston, the barges had run aground last 
week but were freed Sunday officials said. 
But divers discovered the leak Monday and 
called in the strike team. 
The incident occured as last week’s 
closing of a 29-mile stretch of the river north 
of Cairo, 111., to search for a sunken barge 
kept most tows immobile.

The harshest winter in years kept a 
freezing grip on the Eastern half of the 
nation today, though a few problems eased 
and some industries were reopening plants. 
Power shortages or frigid weather kept 
classes shut for more than a million 
students, however. 
The bitter weather — two inches of snow 
was reported in wide areas of Mississippi, a 
record 25 below was recorded today in 
Cincinnati — forced utilities to divert 
electricity and already scarce natural gas 
supplies from factories to home furnaces. 
However, an easing of power troubles was 
reported in Michigan, and the nation’s auto 
makers said they had reopened most of the 
dozen plants in Ohio, Michigan and New 
York whose closings Monday had idled 
more than 50,000 workers. They said they 
would reopen the others today. 
General Motor Corp. added that it was 
closing one plant not hit Monday. The 
Fisher Body plant in Columbus has 4,-500 
workers. 
In hard-hit Pennsylvania, where gas

The Ohio was totally frozen over at 
Cincinnati for the first time since 1963, and 
police at Covington, Ky., across the river, 
said they arrested four persons who at­ 
tempted the dangerous task of walking 
across the frozen waterway. 
Two Ohio River communities remained 
without water after pipes or pumps froze 
when the temperature dropped to 12 below 
zero. Water was off to the 2,400 persons in 
Chesapeake and 300 customers in Proctor- 
ville. 
A four-inch snowfall was reported in 
Oklahoma, where schools in Tulsa and 
surrounding areas were closed. Snow and 
natural gas shortages also dosed schools in 
Mississippi. 
In Ohio, state officials estimated classes 
were shut down for half the state’s 2.2 
million public school piqrils. Schools were 
closed for an estimated 200,000 pupils in the 
Indianapolis area. 
Laborers, school children, travelers — all 
fell victim to the southward-moving arctic 
coldfront that weathermen said could 
persist through midweek. 
One death in Illinois and four in Indiana 
on Monday were attributed to the weather. 
Among them was Willard Driscoll, 67, of 


Muncie, Ind., who was found dead in the 
unheated school bus in which he had lived 
for 15 years.

As during the 1973-74 fuel crisis, attention 
again turned to conservation. 
“We're asking them to please cut back 
thermostats, turn off gas lights, postpone 
washing and drying — and even bathing," 
said a spokesman for the South Jersey Gas 
Co. 
In states where voluntary conservation 
was encouraged, people were quick to 
respond. In Illinois, for example, the bright

minute-by-minute basis this morning, but 
apparently would not have to ask its 
customers to cut back on the use of elec­ 
tricity, a company spokesman said. 
The Sikeston Board of Municipal Utilities 
has received a warning from the South­ 
western Power Administration that the 
extreme cold and low water levels behind 
SPA dams could result in cutbacks in power 
available to the city, according to E. R. 
"D ick" Inman, director of municipal 
utilities. 
Severe icing on the Mississippi River has 
cut the output of power at the Associated 
Electric Cooperative power plant in New 
Madrid, raising the prospect of brownouts 
throughout the state if customers do not 
voluntarily reduce power consumption. 
The power problems stem from the blast 
of arctic air that has swept down through 
the Midwest. Missouri is under a dome of 
frigid air that has given the state below zero 


readings more than a week. 
The cold is expected to continue through 
the week, according to the National 
Weather Service, with only a slight 
moderation around Thursday. 
An Ark-Mo Power Co. spokesman said 
this morning that the Blytheville, Ark- 
based firm, and other companies of the 
Middle South Utilities system, began ad­ 
vising customers Monday night that a 
cutback might be necessary due to the 
demands being placed on the system due to 
the extremely cold weather. 
The sharply increased demands for 
electricity have come at a time when some 
of the larger generating units of the electric 
system are restricted because of routinely 
scheduled maintenance. 
Under more normal circumstances, the 
inter-connection of electric systems makes 
it possible for one system to secure ad­ 
ditional 
electricity 
from 
neighboring 
systems, the spokesman said. 
However, the extreme cold weather is so 
general throughout the southeastern United 
States that little additional capacity is 
available.

“Six-foot 
executives, on the other hand, are simply credited with 
drive, skill, ambition and intelligence.” 
He further notes that in every presidential election 
from 1900 to 1968, the taller of the two candidates always 
won. Not until 1968 was the pattern broken by Richard 
Nixon, who was half an inch shorter than George 
McGovern. 
Unfortunately, certain other shortcomings about the 
winner were later revealed. Even so, Half is encouraged 
to believe that the victory of 5’9 V ’ Jimmy Carter over 
6’1” Gerald Ford may indicate a healthy change in the 
way we evaluate and choose our national leaders. 
In any event, and in short, “heightism” doesn’t make 
sense, he says. “Prejudice against shorter people, no 
matter how subtle, is both absurd and intolerable. ”

We are told that 
their “green and pleasant land” 
has turned a sickly yellow, and 
the one or two Britishers who 


have ventured to the new world 
this year have remarked on the 
greenness of American grass. 
It will come as a surprise to 
many in this land of sunshine 
that the English actually like to 
feel the rain upon their faces as 
they foot it to the bus station in 
the early morning, and feel as 
stimulated when they peel off 
dripping clothes as does an 
American when he steps out of 
the shower. 
As for brilliant 
sunshine on dry snow, he sees it 
so seldom that he cannot believe 
the combination could last more 
than an hour without the one 
affecting the other. 
The weather provides a 
prennial topic of conversation 
in England, where it is never the 
same for more than 30 minutes 
at a time, and since con­ 
versation in England is hard to 
come by, and has always to be 
serious, what is more serious 
than whether it is necessary to 
carry an umbrella? 
Which whimsicalities lead us 
to reflect upon whether the 
weather has any material effect 
upon national character. 
If 
some nationals are easygoing, is 
it because a hot sun makes 
them languid? 
If others are 
brisk, is it because intense dry 
cold causes the blood to course 


swiftly through their veins? As 
for the English, do the gray days 
they experience tone down over­ 
exuberance? 
And is the 
American’s optimism because 
most of his days are bright? 
Certain it is that individually 
the weather affects our mood. 
Excessive humidity not only 
makes us pant for breath, but 
depresses our spirits. 
And 
Browning surely could write 
“God’s in His heaven, all's right 
with the world” only when “the 
year’s at the spring, the day’s at 
the morn.” 
No! No! A thousand times, 
No! That is not to say we do not 
believe that our bodies and our 
surroundings affect our feelings, 
but that it is possible to write 
“all’s well” when the days are 
dark and dreary; that it is 
possible to “live above feeling. ” 
We do so through faith, of 
course. The worst thing that can 
happen to us is that we live 
without hope. It is passible to 
battle with the most violent 
elements and enjoy the struggle, 
as did Scott of the Antarctic 
when fired by a great hope. And 
even when that hope of being the 
first to reach the South Pole had 
been snatched away, and even 
the possibility of reaching safety 
had vanished, they were buoyed 
up by the great hope that their 
struggle would inspire others 
and 
that 
their 
reserarch 
material would be discovered 
even though they themselves 
perished. 
This is more than a stoic 
endurance—a spirit that says: 
We’ll weather the weather 
Whatever the weather, 
Whether we like it or not. 
It is being borne along by a 
mighty purpose and a great 
hope. 
But mo6t of us are not so 
motivated. 
We live ordinary 
lives and toil through ordinary 
days. There would seem to be no 
reason why we should not just 
succumb to the feelings which 
our bodies and the weather 
contrive to produce. 
This is where faith is even 
greater than hope. 
Hope of 
eternal life—“a heaven to gain 
and a hell to shum”— can 


prompt even those who live 
mundane lives under gray skies 
to maintain their confidence to 
the end. 
But faith is more 
personal than hope, for faith is 
faith in a Person—in God. In 
faith we can say with Job, 
“Though He slay me yet I will 
trust Him.” 
Greater still, 
knowing Jesus, we can believe 
Him when He says, “Lo, I am 
with youalway.” 
In the light of such a promise, 
what does the weather matter? 
Jesus is “the same yesterday, 
and today, and forever.” 
Under an umbrella (see our 
front cover) an Englishman 
might be phlegmatic, but he 
need not be pessimistic, for the 
one is a matter of temperament, 
while the other is a matter of 
faith—and faith can triumph 
over temperament. — War Cry

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House Doorkeeper Tells All

WASHINGTON - William 
“Fishbait” Miller, the guardian 
of many Washington confidences 
as House Doorkeeper for 24 
years, has written a tell-all book. 
The news should send dozens of 
notables scurrying for the storm 
cellars. 
The frog-throated Fishbait, 
who used to proclaim to the 
House the arrival of presidents 
and potentates, became one of its 
most colorful characters. But he 
lost favor in 1975 and was voted 
oid of office. 
He wasted no time brooding 
over the ignominy. Instead, he 
got together with ghostwriter 
Frances Spatz Leighton and 
began work on his memoirs. He 
is now hiding out in Atlanta, 
waiting for the roof to fall in 
when the book is published later 
this year. 
Some of Fishbait’s recollec­ 
tions are so torrid that Prentice- 
Hall’s lawyers are still debating 
whether to strike out the names. 
But here are a few highlights 
that have been cleared: 
— While Richard Nixon oc­ 
cupied the White House, he tra­ 
veled up to Capitol Hill every 
year to lunch with key congress­ 
men. Fishbait swears that one 
luncheon was “bugged” by the 
president. He wanted to find out 
what the congressmen out of his 
earshot were saying about him, 
alleges Fishbait. (The Secret 
Service is unaware of any such 
recordings, a spokesman said.) 


— Fishbait even reveals the 
deepest secret of his idol, the late 
House Speaker Sam Rayburn. It 
w as alw ays thought that 
Rayburn, after a short, dis­ 
astrous marriage, preferred 
politics to pretty women. But ac­ 
cording to Fishbait Rayburn 
was deeply in love for years with 
a mature, secret mistress Every 
time they had a tryst in their 
love nest off the Capitol grounds, 
recalls Fishbait, Rayburn would 
return positively glowing. 
— 
B ut th e ch a m p io n 
lovemaker, as Fishbait tells it, 
was the late, flamboyant Rep. 
Frank Boykin (D.-AIa.). His cam­ 
paign motto was “Everything is 
made for love,” and he practiced 
what he preached. Fishbait says 
Boykin was once caught by a 
relative in a hotel bed with two 
beauties. Unabashed, Boykin 
engaged the ladies in casual 
conversation as they got dressed. 
— Fishbait also confides that a 
number of homosexual senators 
and congressmen led clan­ 
destine lives without detection 
on Capitol Hill. But apparently, 
their names will be removed by 
the lawyers. 
The irrepressible Fishbait 
drops names on every page of 
the book. He tells how he served 
as a tipster for young Jackie 
Bouvier when she was a photo- 
grapher-reporter for the defunct 
Washington Times-Herald. But 
he got in trouble with the man 
she married, then-Sen. John F. 


Kennedy (D.-Mass.), by introduc­ 
ing him in the middle of a big 
fundraiser. Kennedy com ­ 
plained that the goof brought the 
affair to an early climax and 
cost donations. 
When Hubert Humphrey was 
vice president, he once became 
irritated with Fishbait for in­ 
troducing him as “Gabby.” 
Earlier, President Harry TTu- 
man invited Fishbait to the 
White House. The Muntspoken 
Truman took the occasion to 
berate Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 
Fishbait tells what he thinks of 
the congressmen he was obliged 
to please to keep his job, ranging 
from ex-Rep. Wayne Hays (D.- 
Ohio) (brutalinsulting) to ex-Rep. 
Frank Chelf (D.-Ky.) (a decent, 
kindly man). 
Oh yes, we offended Fishbait 
terribly by reporting that he was 
collecting a private percentage 
on the sanitary napkins vended 
on Capitol Hill. He angrily denies 
it, but we stick by the story. 
M itchell’s Woes — Ex-At­ 
torney General John Mitchell, 
who selected “law and order” as 
the main theme of the 1968 presi­ 
dential campaign, departed 
Washington not only with an 
eight-year prison sentence hang­ 
ing over his head, but with a 
$26,093 tax debt at the Treasury. 
A federal tax lien has been 
filed against Mitchell in both 
Washington and New York. The 
records specify that he owes the 
government $26,060 for 1973 and 
an additional $33 for 1974. 
The Internal Revenue Service 
slapped Mitchell with an assess­ 
ment in August, 1975, but 
couldn’t collect the money. The 
lien was filed against him last 
March. 
The embattled Mitchell is ap­ 
pealing his Watergate conviction 
and disputing the tax bill. 
Through his attorney, Plato 
Cacheris, the nation's former 
chief law enforcement officer 
told us the tax claim is “in dis­ 
pute.” 
i 


“They think they’re right,” 
Cacheris quoted him as saying. 
“I think I’m right" 
Oil Postscript — A United 
States senator played an impor­ 
tant backstage role in the deci­ 
sion by some Arab states to hold 
down oil prices. 
Jam es Abourezk (D.-S.D.) 
visited the Middle East shortly 
after the November elections for 
the explicit purpose of asking 
Arab officials not to increase 
prices. 
As the son of Lebanese 
parents, Abourezk is the only 
man in the Senate of Arab des­ 
cent. He exerts considerable in­ 
fluence, therefore, among Arab 
leaders, most of whom he knows 
personally. 
In Saudi Arabia, Abourezk 
met with King Khalid and Oil 
Minister Ahmed Zaki Yamani. 
In the United Arab Emirates, he 
held discussions with President 
Shaikh Zayid and Oil Minister 
Mana Ai-Utayba. 
The U.S. ambassador to Abu 
Dhabi, Francis Dickman, was 
present when Abourezk spoke 
with them. Afterward, he out­ 
lined the details of the senator’s 
entreaties in a confidential 
cablegram to the State Depart­ 
ment 
“Senator Abourezk said he 
wanted ... to point out that an in­ 
crease in oil prices next month, 
coming just before a new presi­ 
dent will take office in the 
United States, could be used by 
elements in US. which have 
been unfriendly to improved 
U.S.-Arab ties... 
“Zayid appeared genuinely in­ 
terested to do what he could to 
help Arab image with new ad­ 
ministration, and Sen. Abourezk 
certainly made a very per­ 
suasive case.” 
Both Saudi Arabia and the 
United Arab Emirates refused to 
go along with their OPEC 
partners when they voted to hike 
oil prices. 
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needs to be assessed and new 
approaches made. 
In an address at Lexington 
Theological Seminary recently, 
Dr. Iris Cully, author of New 
Life for Your Sunday School, 
said that “the Sunday school 
must have beyond the idea of 
classes” and that consideration 
should be given to “arranging 
for larger groups in large 
rooms” since “small is not 
necessarily better or more 
personal.” She right says that a 
small group “can be dispiriting 
to a teacher capable of handling 
a crowd.” 
And with a small 
group there is a paucity of ideas 
in discussion compared with a 
larger company. 
Dr. Cully also considers that 
rigid grading is a thing of the 
past and that participating is a 
teaching project might be more 
advantageous to teenagers than 
to sit listening. 
The idea of regular at­ 
tendance seems to be breaking 
down. 
The automobile takes 
parents, children and teachers 
away for weekends, so Dr. Cully 
suggests that each Sunday’s 
lesson should be complete in 
itself and, indeed, that team 
teaching or teaching for a 
limited period—might be in­ 
troduced. 
But even though it 
might be a useful compromise, 
is not this encouraging lack of 
commitment? 
All this can strip the Sunday 
school of its entire character. It 
is significant that in the Eastern 
Orthodox churches there are no 
Sunday schools. 
The respon­ 
sibility 
of instruction in the 
faith rests completely on home 
training, 
and children 
par­ 
ticipate in the worship of the 
church, this worship being made 
colorful enough to hold the in­ 
terest of the young. 
This might not be adequate 
here, there being little training 
given in many homes, yet it does 
obviate the dissection of the 
child from the church. A report, 
The Child in the Church, 
published by the British Council 
of Churches points out that we 
speak of “training” children, 
“ educating” 
them, 
“ in­ 
structing” them; we rarely talk 
-of "ministering” to them in the 
same way we minister to an 
adult congregation. Indeed, the 
child in some churches cannot 
enter into the sacramental life of 
the 
church until he or she 
reaches a certain age. 
Is the 
child then, 
not part of the 
church? 
The same thinking is ex­ 
pressed when some evangelicals 
say 
that a child cannot be 
“saved” — experience con­ 
version —until a certain age is 
reached. The Salvation Army 
has 
always believed 
in the 
conversion of a child at any age. 
If the structure of the Sunday 
school is to change — though we 
have to admit that the ex­ 
periment of what was known as 


“Junior Church” was not wholly 
successful — we must ensure 
that the personal approach and 
involvement of the traditional 
Sunday school is maintained. 
On the question of “children 
whose families do not attend any 
church,” Dr. Cully says that 
sending a bus around to pick the 
up “can become a sort of im­ 
personal mass movement” and 
asks “who follows the individual 
child?” 
We believe that The Salvation 
Army has solved that problem of 
a bridge between the Sunday 
school 
and 
the 
Adult 
congregation. 
Army children 
can become junior soldiers, 
receiving special training and 
able to join young people’s 
bands and young people’s 
singing 
companies, 
wearing 
uniform and participating in the 
adult meetings on a regular 
basis. 
They learn to testify, 
pray in public and lead a ser­ 
vice. 
The Salvation Army is par­ 
ticipating in the MASSA Con­ 
vention, ready to learn from 
others and ready to share its 
own 
experience 
of 
child 
evangelism.

KISSINGER’S LAST 
SHUTTLE 


WASHINGTON 
- 
Henry 
Kissinger had one last shuttle trip 
to make. He took the Madison 
Avenue bus in New York and got 
off at East 50th Street, then went 
into the Random House. The 
president of Random House met 
him at the door and ushered him 
into 
his 
office 
where 
photographers took pictures of 
them sitting together on the 
couch joking with each other. 
Then the photographers were 
asked to leave. 
Two hours later Henry came 
out of the office smiling, and the 
reporters surrounded him. 
“We had very fruitful talks,” 
Henry said. “And we’re hoping 
that some agreement can be 
worked out on a book advance 
that will be satisfactory to both 
sides.” 
“Where will you be going now, 
Mr. Kissinger?” 
“I am going to take the 
Random House offer to Simon 
and Schuster to get its reaction. 
It is my hope that the president 
of Simon and Schuster will be 
willing to compromise on cer­ 
tain outstanding issues that the 
president of Random House 
raised.” 
Henry got on the cross-town 
bus and went into Simon and 
Schuster. He met all afternoon 
with the president of Simon and 
Schuster and came out at dusk. 
He told waiting newspapermen, 
“I am happy to report that some 
progress is being made in the 
talks concerning my memoirs. 
The president of Simon and 
Schuster has dropped his 
demands that he retain the 
paperback rights on the book, 
which was a big stumbling block 
in our negotiations. I will be 
meeting with the chairman of 
Time-Life Books tomorrow to 
transm it 
the

and 
Schuster demands. It is too 
early yet to predict if anything 
will come of these talks, but I 
believe the president erf Simon 
and Schuster is acting in good 
faith.” 
The next morning a haggard 
Kissinger took the Sixth Avenue 
subway 
to

Building. He abrushed aside 
reporters as he walked in. Word

Kissinger and the Time-Life 
officials would continue them 
aftp* lunch. 


At 3 o’clock Henry came out 
with the chairman of the board, 
and they each made a brief 
statement. 
The chairman spoke first. 
“Mr. Kissinger and Time-Life 
are happy to report that we 
consider out talks frank and 
forthright. He passed on to us his 
conversations 
with 
Random 
House and Simon and Schuster, 
and we intend to study them and 
give him an answer in a few 
days.” 
Kissinger then took 
the 
microphone. “1 wish to thank 
Time-Life 
for 
its 
generous 
hospitality. While there are still 
some problems concerning 
newspaper 
and

serialization I believe my trip 
has produced an atmosphere in 
which the possibility of com­ 
promise is now present. It is my 
intention to take the train to 
Pleasantville this evening and 
talk to the editors of the 
Reader’s Digest Press to make 
sure they understand what is at 
stake.” 
At midnight Kissinger went 
into a meeting with the leaders 
of the Reader's Digest and came 
out at 6 in the morning. “I am 
returning to Random Home in a 
few hours to clarify German, 
French and Malaysian reprint 
rights to my book, at the request 
of the Reader’s Digest people.” 
Kissinger went back 
to 
Random House. When he came 
out of the meeting a reporter 
cried, “Henry, have you made a 
settlement?" 
“I am not at liberty to say 
because 
I 
must 
seek 
clarification from Doubleday, 
over several new points raised 
by Random Houe.” 
“Are you pessimistic or op­ 
timistic?” a reporter shouted. 
“Where memoirs are con­ 
cerned one must always be 
optimistic. It is to everybody's 
advantage to give a little, and 
my

interest in 
these 
negotiations is to make all sides 
satisfied. After meeting with the 
president of Doubleday I shall 
stop off to see the presidents of 
Viking, G.P. Putnam, Harper 
and Row, McGraw Hill and W.

Then I hope to arrange a 
meeting of the interested parties

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No advancement for women 
unaware of unwritten code 


NEW YORK (AP) — Competent women are 
missing opportunities to advance in the cor­ 
porate world because they fail to understand the 
unwritten code by which large industrial en­ 
terprises operate, a management authority says. 
“Assertiveness is no match for the smarts,” 
said Prof. Eugene Jennings, who has spent his 
adult life studying the routes and techniques 
used in ascending the corporate management 
ladder. 
Jennings, management professor at Michigan 
State University and confidential adviser to 
many corporate chief executives, said the 
female behavior pattern has revealed itself as 
more managerial jobs open up ftr them. 
“Potentially competent women are opting 
themselves right into oblivion,” he said. After 
promising beginnings, and in spite of equal 


rights legislation, their upward mobility is 
stalled by an insensitivity to the code. 
Jennings states that the first principle of 
mobility is to see the corporation as it really is. 
Assertive women, he explained, sometimes try 
to make the company over to fit their desires 
rather than to work with it as it is. 
“American women have been misled into 
thinking the assertiveness of the service world, 
such as advertising, will work in the more sedate 
and toughminded manufacturing sector of our 
society,” he continued. 
Those who understand the real world of 
manufacturing know that “nobody is put in 
charge of an enterprise unless trusted implicitly, 
and hard work and assertiveness are not 
necessarily synonymous with trust,” said 
Jennings. 
Drug may correct defect 
that often requires surgery 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) - 
A blood vessel defect that wor­ 
sens breathing difficulties in 
many premature babies and of­ 
ten requires surgery has been 
corrected in about 50 cases by 
a single dose of a drug. 
Thousands of babies born 
each year with the defect, 
called patent ductus arteriosus, 
could be saved the trauma of a 
major operation if the drug 
treatment proves consistently 
safe, Dr. William F. Friedman 
of the University of California 
at San Diego said Monday. 
Friedman tokl an American 
Heart 
Association 
Science 
Writers Forum that the drug, 


indomethacin, 
counteracts a 
chemical messenger that pre­ 
vents a Mood vessel from clos­ 
ing at birth as it is supposed As 
the drug is still being clin­ 
ically tested, “uncontrolled use 
is probably wrong at present,” 
according to Friedman, who 
said a large study of the drug 
involving 10 medical centers is 
being organized. First use of 
the treatment was at UCSD and 
UC-San Francisco. 
Before birth, explained Fried­ 
man, the ductus arteriosus con­ 
nects the two major blood ves­ 
sels leaving the heart. The duc­ 
tus bypasses the lungs, which 
are inactive before birth, and 


shunts the blood directly into 
the aorta, which channels Mood 
from the heart to the main 
body circulation. 


In normal infants, the first 
breaths of life trigger a chem­ 
ical process that closes off the 
ductus, which finally whithers 
away. 


In perhaps 30,000 premature 
births each year, said Fried­ 
man, the ductus remains open, 
allowing some blood to flow 
backward through the open, or 
patent, ductus and flood the 
lungs. In babies who have 
breathing difficulties, this can 
lead to lung and heart failure.

Figuring taxes is more difficult this year

(AP) — Regulated utilities, the 
targets of intensified efforts to 
enact

The utility lobbyists were 
among 276 persons filing man­ 
datory 
lobbyists registration 
forms with the House and Sen­ 
ate through the Monday dead­ 
line. 
In addition to the registration 
forms, the special interest lob­ 
byists also had to report their 
expenditures since the close of 
the 1976 legislative session last 
April. 
More than 70 per cent of 
those filing reports said they in­ 
curred no expenses during the 
interim. But the 76 lobbyists re­ 
porting expenditures said they 
spent more than 164,000 in the 
eight-month period, apparently 
to win support for the positions 
of their clients on issues to be 
considered during the current 5 
1-3 month session.

ing nearly $21,000 directly on

Among those expenditures was 
an $800 reception for newly- 
elected lawmakers last month 
sponsored by the Jefferson City 
Chamber of Commerce.

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Teasdale presents record $3 billion budget 


jcrrtK S O N CITY, Mo. (AP) - A 
record $3 billion state budget, expressing 
“fiscal conservatism,” while at the sam e 
time emphasizing programs “that provide 
the most service to the people,” was pre­ 
sented to the Missouri Legislature today by 
Gov. Joseph P. Teasdale. 
The fiscal 1978 budget, which would fund 
the state’s operations for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1977, includes $1.39 billion 
in general revenue funds and $1.61 billion in 
monies from federal sources 
“These levels of spending, coupled with 
sales tax relief on food and drugs for the 
elderly and a minimum operating fund 


reserve of $55 million, will provide the 
citizens of Missouri improved state services 
and a fiscally secure state government,” 
the Democratic governor’s budget message 
said. 
Missouri has a bright economic fugure, 
Teasdale noted, highlighted by the facts 
that the state’s revenues for this year are 
$60 million higher than expected and 
because Missouri’s income next fiscal year 
is projected to increase at a 9 per cent rate. 
But 
the 
new 
governor 
cautioned 
lawmakers 
that 
the 
state's 
continued 
growth remains uncertain. 
He warned, “The present sluggishness in 


the national economy may very well affect 
Missouri’s revenues,” and said, “present 
drought conditions and other factors are 
affecting farm income in Missouri which is 
being further reduced by declining prices 
for agriculture products.” 
But 
Reasdale’s budget is optimistic, 
appropriating about $138 million more than 
what the state is spending in general 
revenue during the current fiscal year. 
General revenue is supplied by funds 
collected throught state sales, income, 
corporate and other taxes 
The increases, Teasdale said, place more 
emphasis on peopleoriented programs such 


as “education, mental health and social 
services.” 
The program providing sales tax relief on 
food and drugs for the elderly poor would 
cost the state a out $5 million if approved by 
the legislature this year. 
Other 
“ people-oriented” 
funding 
programs are: 
—A $48 million increase in state school aid 
under a revised distribution formula. 
—A $3.46 million boost in state and federal 
funds for a program for abused and neg­ 
lected children. 
Reinstitution with $602,000 for a coun­ 
seling and protective services program for 


the elderly and disabled poor which had 
been discontinued this year due to a shor­ 
tage of funds. 
—A $588,000 increase for halfway house 
services for the Division of Corrections 
—A $3.5 million increase in state aid to 
local hospitals 
—And an additional $293,000 for com­ 
munity mental health agencies. 
The 23-page budget message was the 
result of work by Teasdale and his Tran­ 
sition Commission’s budget staff, which 
began work on the project after the Jackson 
County Democrat defeated incumbent Gov. 
Christopher S. Bond Nov. 2. But Teasdale 


noted a good part of it was in the works 
before he won office, and that although he 
had gone over it "line by line,” he conceded 
he had not had the time to devote to 
studying “major program expansions 
“I plan to spend my first year in office 
reviewing these issues,” Teasdale said. 
“My fiscal 1979 budget, the first to be 
completed entirely under my supervision, 
will contain my recommendations on these 
additional difficult issues.” 
The governor also recommended $96.6 
million in capital improvements, including 
monies for continued construction of state 
office buildings in St. Louis and Springfield.

"W hen short people reach the top of the corporate 
ladder, their well-deserved success is alm ost invariably 
attributed to a ‘Napoleon com plex,” ” he notes. "Six-foot 
executives, on the other hand, are simply credited with 
drive, skill, ambition and intelligence.” 
He further notes that in every presidential election 
from 1900 to 1968, the taller of the two candidates alw ays 
won. Not until 1968 was the pattern broken by Richard 
Nixon, who was half an inch shorter than George 
McGovern. 
Unfortunately, certain other shortcomings about the 
winner were later revealed.

That’s the door that federal 
appointees walk through both 
ways — from the executive suite 
to

Washington

executive suite of a company 
that he or she used to regulate 
According to a recent study by 
Common 
Cause, 
the

affairs lobbying group, almost

As an example of how the 
revolving door works, James E. 
Smith, who recently resigned as 
controller of the currency, has 
signed on as executive vice 
president of the holding com­ 
pany that owns First National 
Bank of Chicago.

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No advancement for women 
unaware of unwritten code 


N EW Y O R K (A P ) — Competent women are 
missing opportunities to advance in the cor­ 
porate world because they fail to understand the 
unwritten code by which large industrial en­ 
terprises operate, a management authority says. 
“ Assertiveness is no match for the sm arts,” 
said Prof. Eugene Jennings, who has spent his 
adult life studying the routes and techniques 
used in ascending the corporate management 
ladder. 


Jennings, management professor at Michigan 
State University and confidential adviser to 
many corporate chief executives, 
said the 
female behavior pattern has revealed itself as 
more managerial jobs open up ftr them. 
“ Potentially competent women are opting 
themselves right into oblivion," he said. After 
promising beginnings, and in spite of equal 


rights legislation, their upward mobility is 
stalled by an insensitivity to the code. 
Jennings states that the first principle of 
mobility is to see the corporation as it really is. 
Assertive women, he explained, sometimes try 
to make the company over to fit their desires 
rather than to work with it as it is. 
“ Am erican women have been misled into 
thinking the assertiveness of the service world, 
such as advertising, w ill work in the m ore sedate 
and toughminded manufacturing sector of our 
society,” he continued.

He becomes the first chief executive to play in a pro golf 
tournament. 
“ The Crosby has come a long way in 40 years,” Fred Corcoran, 
a golf Hall of Famer, reminisced today in his 40th floor suite atop 
a Rockefeller Plaza skyscraper. “ I ’ll never forget how it star­ 
ted.” 
Corcoran was running the Los Angeles Open at Griffith Park in 
1937 as the newlynamed tournament manager of the PGA when 
he was approached by a slender figure in a sky cap, turtle neck 
sweater and blue blazer. 
“ Excuse me,” the man said tentatively. “ You must be Fred 
Corcoran, the new PGA supervisor My name is Bing Crosby. I 
am going to have a little tournament of my own at Rancho Santa 
Fe next week and I need your help. ” 
“Certainly,” said Corcoran. 
Crosby explained that he wanted to invite his friend, Lawson 
Little, who had turned professional after winning both the U.S. 
and British Amateur titles consecutively in 1934 and 1935, but that 
the PGA had insisted Little must first serve a five-year pro ap­ 
prenticeship. 
"Leave it to me — I will fix that,” Corcoran promised. And he 
did. 
Scheduled as a two-day event with 82 invited amateurs and as 
many pros, the tournament got off to an inauspicious start. A 
heavy rainstorm moved in Saturday and made play impossible. 
A few pros left for the next tournament site in Houston. Most, 
enjoying the social atmosphere, chose to remain. They were 
names destined to decorate golf record books — Denny Shute, 
Lloyd Mangrum, Johnny Revolta, Harry Cooper, Craig Wood and 
Sam Snead, among others 
“ Everyone was having a ball,” Corcoran said. “ The place was 
crawlimg with movie stars. You'd look up and there would be 
Richard Arlen and Virginia Grey. You rubbed elbows with people 
like Humphrey Bogart, Bill Frawley and Rita Hayworth. Crosby 
would sing At night, everybody would flock to a night club called 
the ’It Cafe.’ It was run by Clara Bow.” 
Sunday dawned clear but the players teed off in cold, windy 
weather Crosby asked Corcoran to play in the pro-am as his 
partner but Corcoran asked to be excused because he had no 
clubs. “ We will get you some clubs,” Crosby said. He asked each 
of the pros to fork over a club. Corcoran’s bag wound up with 
eight wedges 
The tournament winner was a raw-boned rookie out of Virginia 
named Sam Snead, who had won his first pro tournament at 
Oakland the week before. The Los Angeles Times spelled his 
name "Sneed ’” 
Despite miserable weather, Snead won both the pro-am and the 
one day tournament with a 68, collecting a grand total of $762.50. 
YThe winner of the 40th event Sunday will get $30,000.

Figuring taxes is more difficult this year 


JEFFERSON

(AP) — Regulated utilities, the 
targets of intensified efforts to 
enact 
legislation 
restricting 
their rates, have sent 35 per­ 
sons to the state capitol to fur­ 
ther their interests, according 
to legislative records. 
The utility lobbyists were 
among 276 persons filing man­ 
datory 
lobbyists 
registration 
forms with the House and Sen­ 
ate through the Monday dead­ 
line. 
In addition to the registration 
forms, the special interest lob­ 
byists also had to report their 
expenditures since the close of 
the 1976 legislative session last 
April. 
More than 70 per cent of 
those filing reports said they in­ 
curred no expenses during the 
interim. But the 76 lobbyists re­ 
porting expenditures said they 
spent more than $64,000 in the 
eight-month period, apparently 
to win support for the positions 
of their clients on issues to be 
considered during the current 5 
1-2 month session. 


ut them, 52 reported spend­ 
ing nearly $21,000 directly on 
e n te rta in in g 
law m ak e rs. 
Among those expenditures was 
an $800 reception for newly- 
elected lawmakers last month 
sponsored by the Jefferson City 
Chamber of Commerce. 
Sixteen lobbyists also report­ 
ed making political contribu­ 
tions during the 1976 election 
campaign of more than $9,200. 
Gov. Joseph Teasdale, along 
with a number of lawmakers, 
road a wave of anti-utility feel­ 
ing among the public into of­ 
fice, characterizing the utilities 
as "greedy.” He contended the 
Missouri Publ c Service Com­ 
mission, which regulates rates, 
is controlled by utilities. Elec­ 
tric utilities, especially Union 
Electric Co. of St. Louis and 
Kansas City Power and Light 
Co., were also handed a set­ 
back in November when voters 
adopted a law banning them 
from charging customers for 
construction work costs on fa­ 
cilities not yet in operation. 
KCP&L, which has been the 


subject of a number ot con­ 
troversial PSC decisions, has 
enlisted the help of eight per­ 
sons in presenting its case to 
lawmakers this year, the mo6t 
of any individual utility. 
Since the close of last ses­ 
sion, when utilities spent $21,000 
in their fight against restrictive 
legislation, nine lobbyists spent 
nearly $2,000 to further utility 
interests. The four lobbyists for 
Southwestern 
Bell Telephone 
Co. spent more than $1,200 dur­ 
ing the interim, all on enter­ 
tainment. 
Teasdale, in his legislative 
message last week, outlined a 
series of proposals to meet his 
campaign pledge of protecting 
"the consumer from utility rate 
increases that are not justi­ 
fied." Most of that package has 
already been introduced in ei­ 
ther the House or the Senate. 
Many of the bills are not 
new, but interest over them has 
increased in light of Teasdale's 
election and his strong support 
for their passage by the heavi- 
ly-Democratic legislature.

After the reading period, with 
lists of books they have read 
authenticated by their parents, 
the youngsters collect the mon­ 
ey due MS from their sponsors.

Actress Lindsay Wagner, who 
portrays television’s “The Bion­ 
ic Woman,” is the national 
chairman of the program. 
“I want to do all I can to 
urge young people across the 
country to register and ‘read 
for the need of others,’ and, 
equally important, for the im ­ 
provement of their own reading 
skills,” she says.
